Tobacco Spoiling As Result of 
Lack of Itp^PiCDckioesslMttst 



There is a big demand for charcoal 
which is being hauled to the city and 
sold as soon as it reache:; Richmond. 
There is but little burned in Madison 
county these days, hence the great de- 
^aml. Monday there was a big .sup- 
ply senV in from Estill county, but 
those anxious for it were unable to 
procure it, since the entire supply 
had been previously sold. Much is be- 
ing burned in that cotmty in some 
-actions, although the indu.^try is not 
what it .used to be- It is said the gov- 
ernment left 'considerable after the 
close of the war and this is being 
made use of by many. It is used for 
dryteg tobacco, and the supply , is not 
nearly equal to the demand. 

"This is given as one of the rea- 
sons, for the spoiling of tobacco al- 
ready hou.sed," said one producer in 
^pedlving of the supply of tobacco 
that had been mined by being placed 
n the sheds while too wet, and the 
temperature of the sheds not being 
oroperiy arranged. This led to a 
nolding, he stated, and hundreds of 
gounds have been thrown aside by 
tome as a result. 

"There could be great quantities of 
.that ciiarcoal us^d hei-e and with a 
great success if it could only be ob- 
tained," said an6ther, and the third

Hours In Order To Hurry 
Woek— Asphalt Beinff Laid 

No time is being lost by the 
Latnpton & Burks Co., some of 

the men working 18 hours per 
(lay. in ordf r to keep the supplies 
on hand for the paving squad, 
which is making- rapid strides on 
Main and other streets wheere the 
work is in evidence.

Tobacco specul.^tors w^re much 
in evid^ce in it.iph!>>o*d> aii^ dur- 
ing the court day proceedings, 
there were many offers for pro- 
ductions yet in the field, but num- 
erous inquiries brought forth no 
sales. There are said to have 
been various prices offered <for 
crops yet uncut, but the producer 
is said to have refused, them one 
and all. It was difficult to esti- 
mate the figure offered, however, 
the word was i)ut out early that 
the production in Madison coun_ 
ty was to be a large one. and that 
there w-ould be a plentifvd supply 
on hand. However, the produc- 
ers claimed to a man that they 
would realize a good price for 
their product before they ' could 
get as much money as the man 
who worked by the day, and the}- 
have apparently established them- 
selves against any pr^agand^ to 
the contrary. 

The average producer is resign- 
ed aufl determined. Resigned to 
await the regular season for sell- 
ing and determined to^ have a fair 
])rice on his tobacco Avill not go on 
the market. Indications are that 
there will be lively times later 
when the sales l>cgin, for it is 
known many are anxious to buy. 
atid even take a chance on the 
])rcvailing ]:>rices later on. ' This 
puts it up*to the producer who be- 
lieves he is.able to take a chance 
as well as the sjieculator. and is 
therefore holcjjpg his production. 

The situation is that Madison 
county will produce about 15.000,- 
^KX) uounds of tobacco this year, 
but it is claimed Jhis amoimt will 
not be jijaced on the market, since 
there will be 4 certain per cent of 
it thrown out. This does, not 
change the situation, since the 
average production is felt assured 
and the producer . is taking 
chances on Iiis quality. The hold- 
ing of tobacco by the producers 
here indicates a determination to 
realize all pos-ible out of the crop 
and they are figuring the high 
prices they were compelled to pay 
for the planting and caring for the 
crop. It is said that strippers 
are going to be as scarce as other 
lines of workmen during the sea- 
son, and this is a another matter 
being given consideration by the 
prodticers.
